Nice Work If You Can Get It 
Mr. O'Neal Famous Quibble 


N P. O'NEAL, who is trying to collect $565 of the taxpay- 


. cr's money for a motor accident involving two private 


citr/ens, writes in yesterday's Star that I have stolen his 
good name. 


I haven't cried becau.se he, using free space, has called 


me epithets in my own newspaper—and he well knows that 
nothing taken from the public record in an argument over 
public policy or public funds has any effect on cither 'of us 
as private citizens. 


He's running the bricks works, and I'm running the 


newspaper. Mis business is to make good brick. My busi- 
ness is to run a newspaper that is scrupulously fair and al- 
ways courageous on matters that properly concern the 
public. 


It is neither unusual nor considered immoral for a 


large taxpayer to occasionally feel he is paying the gov- 
ernment so much money it is time he is getting some of it 
back again. The public attitude is aptly expressed by a 
popular song: 


"Nice work if you can get it—and you can get it if 
you try!" 


Unfortunately, it is the No. I business of a newspaper 


to report, investigate and criticize the handling of the public 
taxes. 
I have always done so within the limits of my ob- 


servation, and when Mr. O'Neal says I am inconsistent I 
refute him with our readers' personal recollections of the 
many times on identical issues this newspaper has been on 
the attack. 


In liis letter yesterday .seeking 


to justify his own claim Mr. O'Neal 
wrote: 


"During the 1935 session of the 


legislature Hon. John L. Wilson Rot 
passed nncl referred to this (the 
Claims) 
Commission 10 claims, 


.some of them for as much as 
$5,0(10." 


You understand, of course, that 


because a private citizen is for- 
bidden to sue the slate there in- 
evitably arise a certain number of 
cases where justice seems to de- 
mand special action.

O'Neal In presume to include an 
ordinary motor collision between 
two private citizens is absurd. Mr. 
O'Neal, perhaps unconsciously, is 
doing his level best to destroy the 
very purpose for which the Claims 
Commission was established, to 
honor just claims which the state 
by original law was forbidden to 
pay.

side of the road. 


Mr. O'Neal says the state's warn- 


ing sign "Curve" 
pointed the 


wrong way. That's no argument. 
You and 
I have seen plenty of 


curves where there wasn't any sign 
nl all. The traveler on the public 
highway proceeds at his own risk, 
safety depending on the man at 
the wheel, and not on any roadside 
sign. 


The plain fact is that Mr. O'Neal 


was liable for property damage to 
another private motorist and is 
asking the state government to 
foot a 
bill which, should 
any 


other citizen of the county have the 
temerity to present it, he would 
be laughed at. 


And if the Claims Commission al- 


lows Mr. O'Neal's bill the whole 
state will be properly suspicious 
that the Claims Commission itself 
is bopoming a political football 
and should be abolished 'for the 
sake of the public'treasury,'

WASHINGTON—The boys who have 


been shooting craps for Social Secur- 
ity cards are out of luck. The thing 
just doesn't pay off that way. 


Logically, if one Social Security 


card is valuable, more than one is just 
that much more valuable. But crap 
game winners who have amassed' as 
many as 18 such cards have really won 
nothing. Earnings are credited, as they 
are reported, to the original holder 
of the card, and there is no way for 
anyone else who may get possssion of 
the card later to collect on it. 


Many strange problems have con- 


fronted the men who handle the vast 
file of information accumulating in 
the Social Security archives. Most fre- 
quent are the requests for information 
which it can't give out. 


Wives write in and try to check up 


on their husband's income, suspicious 


they may have been holding out 


on them. 


Collectors write in trying to de- 


termine the earnings of people who 
owe money. 


Employes write in to find out wheth- 


er their employers are really sending 
in that money that's being deducted 
from their pay. 


Even Badge Won't Help 


The answer to all is the same: "No 


sale. Sorry." The bureau is trying to 
conduct this vast enterprise just like 
an insurance business, keeping its data 
just as private as any private com- 
pany. Even local police officers who 
come up, at least one a day, and flash 
a badge are refused. 


The only exceptions made have been 


in cases where a dead body has been 
found, bearing no identification but a 
Social Security number, or cases of 
amnesia or insanity. Such exceptions 
are baric only by the board itself or 
the executive director, where it was 
clear that no harm, but possible good, 
might come as a result. 


When data is posted up to date, 


which will be about June, the board 
will be prepared to furnish each client 
a report on request as to the status of 
his own account. 
Perhaps later a 


system of regular reports to clients 
will be started. It depends on whether 
this would be cheaper than answering 
individual inquiries as at present. 


Change Names? Sure 


Problems of identification do arise. 


Not long ago a case turned up in which 
surname, first and 
middle 
names, 


birthday, city, and 
even 
mother's 


name were identical. The employer 
was different, but often a single man 
works for two employers, and there 
was no special reason for suspicion. 


But the coincidence attracted enough 


attention to warrant further investi- 
gation. This showed that a younger 
brother har applied for a job, and fear- 
ing a handicap of age, had given the 
name and other data properly belong- 
ing to his older brother. 


If for any reason a worker wishes tu 


change his name, either legally or in- 
formally, there is no trouble about 
that. The bureau has a card for "Dog- 
town Slim" which is the only name, 
say, this client gave. It's being kept 
right up to date, crediting to him all 
payments Slim's employer reports. 


If Slim decides later on to work 


under his right name, all he has to do 
is notify the bureau, and those mar- 
velous machines will assure 
future 


working cards under the new name 
right together with his old record as 
"Dogtown Slim"—it will be all one. 


The Bureau's Job 


So far as the bureau is concerned, 


anyone may work under as many 
names as he wishes, just so long as lu> 
keeps the bureau in touch with ihe 
changes so that all the wage credits 
to which he is entitled may be credit- 
ed to the single account. 


Employers cannot find out the prev- 


ious history of the employe through 
the bureau. All they can do is to re- 
port (he man's wages under the name 
he uses while he earns them. 


The job of consolidating that record 


with any previous record the individ- 
ual may have had under another name 
is the job of the bureau and its un-

British Hunt Submarine 


LONDON, 
Eng.-(XP)-The 
British 


admiralty rushed four destroyers arm- 
ed with depth-charges Tuesday in a 
search for a mysterious marauding 
submarine which sank the merchant- 
man Endymion off the southeastern 
Spanish coast with the loss of 11 
lives. 


The destroyers were under orders 


without hesitation to drop depth- 
charges if the attacking submarines 
sighted and attempted to resist cap- 
ture. 


Sub Sinks Steamer 


BARCELONA—</P)—Eleven' persons • 


drowned, three of them Britons and 
one a Swedish Non-intervention Com- 
mittee official, when an insurgent 
submarine torpedoed and sank the 
British 
steamer Endymion off the 


southeastern Spanish coast Monday. 


The cbmmander of the government's 


Cartagena naval base said--the attacK--- 
occurred 16 miles south of Cape Tinoso. 
The 887-ton vessel sank four minutes 
after the torpedoes struck. 


"The ship carried a non-interven- 


tion control officer of Swedish na- 
tionality and a cargo of coal for Car- 
tagena," the commander 
reported. 


"Eleven lives were lost including those 
of the control officer, the ship's cap- 
tain, his wife and the second engineer 
—the latter three being of British na- 
tionality. 


"The rest of the crew was saved by 


the quick action of Spanish maritime 
authorities," 


The Endymion sailed Saturday from 


Gibraltar, her port of registry. The 
attack occurred not far from the gov- 
ernment's naval base at Cartagena.

Housing Debate 


WASHINGTON—WV-Senator Henry 


Cabot Lodge Jr., Rep., (Mass.) and 
portly 
Senator 
Robert F. Warner 


(Dem., N. Y.) quarreled in the sen- 
ate Monday, each accusing his op- 
ponent of going against the best in- 
terests of labor. 


A long step toward Fascism would 


be taken, said Wagner, if the senate 
accepted Lodge's "prevailing wage" 
amendment to the Roosevelt housing 
bill. Whereupon Lodge declared that 
the A. F. of L. was backing his amend- 
ment and that his opponents were 
thwarting the will of the Senate. 


Amendment Eliminated 


Tucked on the housing bill when it 


went through the Senate, the Lodge 
: mendmcnt would require all con- 
tractors to pay prevailing wages on 
housing projects covered by Federal 
Housing Administration insurance. 


However, when a Senate-House Con- 


ference Committee went to work on 
the housing bill (which is designed to 
stimulate a home-construction boom 
by cutting the down payments and fi- 
nancing costs) the Lodge amendment 
was deleted. 


Wl.cn the bill came back to tho Sen- 


ate for final approval. Lodge charged 
that the .scrapping of his proposal was 
" a complete misrepresentation of the 
will of tile elected representatives of 


steam-roller tactics. 


Poland and Peru objected in a 


secret council meeting to being made 
"rubber stamps." They declared they 
would abstain from voting in protest 
against the way the larger powers-— 
Britain, France and Russia—had drawn 
up a resolution among themselves for 
submission to the council. 


Tlie resolution is now expected to

ASK a restaurant owner, storekeeper, or manufacturer about 


genen*] business conditions, and he'll answer on the basis 


of his own trade or profession. 


If his receipts have been good then business as a whole 


>s good in his eyes, and he will not be overly concerned about 
talk of recession so long as his own particular business holds 
its pace. 


On the other hand, it' his income has been dropping off, 


then business in general is in bad condition, and no talk of 


• booming commerce elsewhere will convince him otherwise.

BUT it's not as simple as that to the men who study business 


conditions from a national' or world standpoint — the eco- 


.nomists who seek accurate insight into commerce as a whole 
and, try to, explain why it gets better or worse.. 


The complexity of the economic set-up of the nation is 


well illustrated in the great variety of factors which statistic- 
ians- must consider in determining the condition of business. 


For instance, one New York establishment specializing 


in analyzing and forecasting business trends studies such 
factors as- the number of checks cashed, the amount of eom- 
merciaf, brokerage, and bank loans ; freight car loadings ; the 
number of business failures; prices of commodities, stocks, 
and bonds.; sales of farm, auto, steel, electric-, coal, and pe- 
troleum products; foreign trade, and the unemployment sit- 
uation, 


The condition of business in each of these divisions must 


be determined by complicated methods. Then, using 1929 
averages as equaling 100. a comparative index of present con- 
ditions may be determined. These, checked against corres- 
ponding figures a week ago, month ago, year ago, and five- 
years agoy show whether business trends are upward or 
downward. 


Taking the first week of 1938 as an example, this com- 


pany's indexes showed that, of the 15 factories studied, 10 
c\vere slightly improved compared with the previous week, but] 
that II of the 15 were in worse condition than in the same 
week of the previous year.

Government Puts Prices 


Up, Then Wants Them 


Down, Says Lyon 


NEW YORK.-(^-Leverett S. Lyon, 


executive vice president of the Brook-- 
ings Institution of Washington said' 
Monday that "one outstanding need 
in the present relationships of govern- 
ment and business is clarification of 
government policy." 


In an address at the opening session 


of the National Retail Dry Goods As- 
sociation annual convention, Dr. Lyon 
sai dthe government 'has a duty un- 
der the law to attack monoply and. 
keep competition open," adding: . •' 


"But it also has a duly, and this is 


an immediate issue in connection with 
its administration of the anti-trust 
laws, t ohave a definite policy, a pol- 
icy which is announced, which is pur- 
sued and which is clearly stated. In 
connection 
with the anti-monopoly 


laws, I believe there is a crying need 
for a cleaer statement as to what ad- 
ministration of the anti-trust laws is 
intended. 


"Another matter in which clarifica- 


tion is needed has to do with prices. 
The fiscal and monetary situation in 
this country is now such that govern- 
ment action with reference to prices 
is of primary importance. There is 
much concern as to what government 
will do regarding prices and what the 
direction of its action will be. 


"The deflation of the dollar, the In- 


crease in wage rates under NRA, the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act—all the 
policies of four years ago were policies, 
looking toward the increase of prices.' 


"Indeed, that the raising of prices to 


the definite level of an earlier period 
was believed important was frequent- 
ly declared. But more recently offi; 
cial moves .have been in the other 
direction. Federal Reserve action has 
been taken to check rising prices. 
Business is attacked as holding prices 
too high. 


"In an atmosphere of uncertainty re- 


garding prices, or the actions, which 
government will take to insure or 
depress them, business hesitates and 
is ineffective."
